C$:"Well I write some lyrics and they're 
dead personal,one of the new songs is about 
everyones attitude saying that we're metal, 
one of the lines ia "Why do I bother,why do 
I care,if you really think there's nothing 
more than how we wear our hair",its about 
people saying just cos our hair's long were 
a metal band and think about nothing else, 
then it goes on to explain if only we could 
get together again,it's about unity really. 
Even in the punk scene,like Adam & Eves,no- 
body goes anymore cos half are going to 
metal places and the other half are going

"People are just getting a taste for better 
music." 

RH:Who writes most of the lyrics now ? 
CS:"Me (Hammy)I've got a gew song about 
South Africa called "White Whips Black Fles 
h,our lyrics will never change as long as 
I'm writing them." 

RH:What do you think about your LP ? 
CS:"It sucks !" . 

"It dont suck,it's good agstually but it's 
dated.We got £200 budget for 45 mins,full 
LP,CHAOS UK got £500 to record half an LP 
on the same label,so you can tell what 
it'll be like.It's good and tuneful and 
well produced for the money.It's got a good 
sound for a low budget album." 

RH:wWhy is it called "Scrap metal2 ? 
Us:"That's another statement about wastage. 
"That was Dinger's idea actually.Like what 
are guns made of,whar are bombs made of, 
what are tanks made of,what are fridges 
made of ? All this shit that you don't need 
Seems to be made of metal." 

"I think in the original context Dinger 
ajso meant it as scrap metal music." 
RA:Why did Dinger Leave ? 

CS:"Nobody knows." 

"He was unhappy." 

"He didn't like what we were doing." 
"After Stonehenge he wanted us to do all 
these festivals and play for no money in 
front of a few people that are all stoned 
out of their minds,but you've got to think 
about petrol costs.That sounds dead boring 
but you have." 

RH:What do you think about that gig at the 
University ? 

CS:"I'm disgusted with CONFLICT,they had a 
dressing room with Coke cans and hairspray, 
I bet they turned up with cords and flick- 
heads and when they went on they put their 
spiky wigs and dirty trousers on." 

"Apart from anything else they played 
really bad." 

"T thought it was good." 

"How come bands got less and less time as 
it got to CONFLICT ?" 

"CONFLICT carry baseball bats which are big 
ger than truncheons and hurt more ?" 

RH:So do some coppers. 

CS:"CONFLICT don't get paid for carrying 
truncheons, they get paid for entertaining 
people,piga get paid for carrying truncheon 
8,its their job,not a very good job." 
"Polige are mindless morons who carry trune 
cheons,CONFLICT are supposed to be intell- 
igent people who are trying to prove some- 
thing against policemen but carrying bigger 
truncheons is not gonna prove fuck all" 


RH:Well what do you think about what happ- 
ened after the gig ? 
CS:"Well we weren't there but I think it 
was disgusting,on both sides.The idiot who 
started it didn't know what he was getting 
into,he though "Anti cop. Theres some cops 
over there lets shout some abuse." and it 
started a big riot,loads of innocent people 
got hurt.If people went out to beat coppers 
up and got beaten up thats fair enough." 
RH:Well you cant expect anything else from 
coppers but they had been causing trouble 
outside before the gig finished. 
CS:"I read in the Sun that animal rights 
supporters wrecked the University °" 
"Its pretty pointless to fight against the 
police,I dont know what you can do,you can 
do subversive action,but you can't take em 
hand to hand cos you've got no chance.You 
can't beat the system with clubs and guns 
cos they've got more guns and more clubs. 
You have to undermine the system,nibble 
away at corners." 
RH:You seem to do loads of local gigs,do , 
you travel much ?

News from Amsterdam again.This time they 
will mostly comcern Emma.imma was a nearly- 
2 years squatted concert hall,placed in a 
ee warehouses cellar.Shows had been held 
there from January 85 till October 86,but 
since then Emma's activities had to stop ! 
But what happenned exactly? Two years ago, 
at the same time Emma got squatted,somebody 
started to rent the building from the owner 
(Smith).This somebody is called Shimmelpenn 
ick,and from the very beginning there has 
been war between him and Emma.Time to time 
we had to deal with some new troubles that 
Schimmelpennick brought up in order to kick 
us out.The last and definitive trouble he © 
made was last August when he sent a letter 
telling that we could choose between paying 
a rent of 4100 guilders (1800 $) a month or 
leave the cellar.There was not much of a 
choice,since we definately don't have the 
money and are not willing to pay.The most 
funny part of it is that Schimmelpennick 
was a big idealist of the provos (an alter- 
native movement of the 60's here in Amster- 
dam),but nowadays he removed his ideals to 
make room for his money.He was already mak- 
ing money out of the restaurant,the record- 
ing studio,the practice rooms and the apart 
ments that were in Emma.They all signed a 
contract a while ago and since then are 
paying rent.But also the cellar could have 
been a prolific source of money,so if we 
didn't want to pay we had to bring our 
asses out of there before October 86. 
So there was no money to pay,no time’ to or- 


ganise something against the eviction and 
October was aproaching fast.A proposition 
came uptask a financial help to the city 
government in order to postpone the problem 
til January 87.It might have been a very 
well known trick because it failed.Also 
Schimmelpennick-self came up with an alter- 
native:We could have rented the"Sleep-in". 
The costs would have rosen to a 1000 
guilders (400 $) a night for rent and PA. 
Again not much of a choice!! 

The first of October came and some of us - 
went to talk to the landlord himself about 
the last show in Emma.Big news were waiting 
for us:Schimmelpennick had already found 
somebody else who was going to rent the 
cellar from November on.Therefore contruct— 
ions would have started immediately.Desper— 
ation was already spreading around when 
somebody asked Smith if he had,"by any chan 
ce,a spare building"."Yeah! I think so..." 
was the mono sillabye answer.Rich people 
make miracles,as you know,so from nothing a 
new chance appeared for Emma!!! 

Emma moved into this new building and also 
changed name in VAN HALL.Since last October 
the new adress is Van Hallstraat 625.We — 
moved all the stuff there and we started to 
build up everything again,but it has not 
been as simple as it might seem.This new 
building is probably available only for one 
year next October we might be on the street 
again.Moreover there were some people 
already living in the building in order to.

prevent any squatting of the place.They are 
called "“squat-watch",and an illegal organ- 
isation gets them in contact with landlords 
whose building is temporarily empty and 


fear that somebody might squat it.So a big . 


"moral" question arose at the moment of the 
decision.Entering the building would have 
meant to function as "squat-watch".You have 
to know that Van Hall is situated in a 
quite poor neighbourhood,where some people 
already tried to squat the place a few time 
3 but they never succeeded in it.This,then, 
was a good chance to start something togeth 
er with them in the new building.We put 
aside the "moral" problem and took the 
chance.Now it is more than a month that we 
are workin in it,and we try to have every- 
thing finished before the opening-party, the 
29th of November.On the ground floor there 
will be the concert hall,a bar,a restaurant 
»some practice-rooms and the FRONTLINE 
archive.(Frontline is an informative organ- 
isation which sends and gets information 
about political activities and actions to 
and from all over Europe).On the first 
floor there is space for about 15 people to 
livezit has been a great help for the ones 
that need a house. 
It seems that enthusiasm is rising up since 
the opening day is becoming nearer and near 
er. EVERYTHING FALLS APART and CHALLENGER 
CREW from Germany will play (by the way 
they will have a split LP out in a few 
months )and also some bahds from Amsterdam: 
NAKED LUNCH,DE KOFFERS,REEFLUD and MORZEL— 
PRONK. 
This new place is huge,and we want to use 
it for several and different activities. 
Theres room enough to realize them all.For 
this reason and in order to get more people 
involved,we will give informations about 
what we want to do,to the neighbourhood and 
during the shows.We want,first of all,to be 
open to every kind of person,band,group or 
whatever that has ideas and energy to organ 
ise something together with us.The idea is 
to broaden the limits of hardcore and give 
the chance to other kinds of music and 
"clean" thoughts to have a show in VAN HaLL 
But lets step out of VAN HALL for a mom 
ent and look at what's happeriing in Amster— 
dam.Last time I wrote I mentioned the 
Olympic games of '92.The International 
Olympic Committee decided last October to 
hold them in Barcelona.Amsterdam has not 
been chosen,which saved a lot of troubles 
to the town and its alternative circuits. 
But to my personal opinions the Spanish 
town will suffer much much more from this 
choice. 
Evictions are still going on in Amsterdam. 
Nearly every week there is another house 
that gets the visit of the cops.It is no 
news anymore and nearly everybody accepts’ 
it silently.Only sometimes some drops of 
leftovers of resistance spread through the 
town. Like last 25th of October when 2500: 


people went of the streets to demonstrate 
in memory of Hans Kok.The research about 
his death has been finally publicised. 
"They" admit that "one of the reasons" of 
his death has been the cold.The cops simply 
"forgot" to give him a mattress and a 
blanket.Of couse no name of the liables has 
been mentioned,police will never be accused 
OK this was everything from Amsterdam.I 
repeat that from the 29th of November VAN 
HALL will be open,and we hope that a lot of 
(new) people will come to meet us.The week- 
ly meeting is on Monday evening at 8 0!

AND HAVE SINCE APPEARED ON THE SPLIT LP 
WITH OI POLLOI AND DONE A FEW GIGS ROUND 
ENGLAND AS WELL,AND THESE QUESTIONS WERE 
ANSWERED BY MURPH. 

RH:DOES A.O.A. STAND FOR ANYTHING AND IF SO 
WHAT ? 

AOA:When the band first started it meant 
All Out Attack but after a while we got 
sick of that so we just kept the letters. 
Now it stands for lots of things like An- 
archy Or Apathy,All Our Anger etc etco.It 
depends what mood we are in at any one time 
RH:MANY PEOPLE HAVE SAID THEY CAN'T HEAR 
WHAT YOU'RE SINGING ABOUT,WHAT DO YOU THINK 
ABOUT THIS? HAVE YOU GOT ANYTHING TO SAY 
THAT HASN'T ALRSADY BEEN SAID 7? 

AOA:Yeas we know that the lyrics are hard 
or near impossible to make out.The reason 
for this is when Stevie (who has now been 
replaced)was putting down the vocal track 
he had Bronchitis so to make sure that all 
.the lyrics were recorded he had to sing as 
fast as he could before he lost his voice. 
‘We would have waited till he was over the 
illness but we didn't have the’ cash to go 
into the studio twice so we had to leave it 
like it igs,but there is a lyric sheet so 
people can read that,think about it,then 
act accordingly: 

Do we have anything to say that hasn't been 
gaid already wmmm.....probably not,but does 
that matter cos very little has changed has 
it.Anyway somebody who is not influenced by 
what one band says even if the message is 


the same,could be influenced by what anothe 
r band says,but that's probably down to 
musical taste rather than anything else.We 
sing about what is most impprtant to us and 
the things that repulse us or scare us the 
most.What more terrifying than the destruc- 
tion of our planet,which is our home...and 
the only one we,you,us have.I respect this 
planet and it will respect you,shit on it 
like we are...well the end result is just 
too terrifying to think about.Fuck sake why 
won't you listen YOU ARE KILLING YOUR ONLY 
MEANS OF SURVIVAL.THIS PLANET IS OUR HOME, 
AND ITS THE ONLY ONS WE HAVES! 

RH:wHAT'S EDINBURGH LIKE FOR BANDS,GIGS, 
PEOPLE ETC AND AS A CITY? IS IT FULL OF 
TOURISTS? 

AOA: There are a few good bands,very short 
of venues for gigs.There are some great 
people up here,but basicly its full of mind 
less machines trying to make more money 
than everyone else.As a city its good cos 
its not too big and has reasonable public 
transport.Yeah its full of tourists is the 
summer and at the festival. 

FH:WHAT DID YOU THINK OF THE GIG HERE AND 
WHAT HAPPENED AFTERWARDS ? 

AOA:Lets say we were a bit pissed off to 
say the least! I mean we did want to go on 
early so we could sit back relax and have a 
few bears (Wot d'ya think it is? A fuckin 
z0o?)and watch the rest of the bands.But we 
didn't want to go on first,but after all 
said and done someone has to go on first 80 
why not us I mean we only travelled 200 
miles.What got us really pissed off was 
those jerks on the PA fucking our sound 
around.They can't use the excuse that they 
were testing the levels cos Conflict had 
already had a soundcheck so the sound was 
fime.Maybe the band that brought the PA had 
something against us or were scared that we 
might get a better response,who knows? Put 
it this way we would like a wee chat with 
the person responsible for screwing our 
sound around.What happened afterwards was a 


‘good show of strength on the part of the 
‘people who fought back (a big FUCK OFF AND 
DIE! to all you part time Anarchists who 
ran home to mums apron strings).It was a 
shame that so many good,decent people had | 
to get hurt or/and nicked.But it's always - 
the same,all these folk dancing around,sing: 
along with Conflict,but when it comes to 
putting the words into DIRECT ACTION they'r 
nowhere to be seen.Sometimes I wonder if 
they know we are at war cos they treat it 
like a fucking game,when it gets too rough 
they don't want to fucking know.Well if you 
(YES mate YOU reading thia)are one of those 
sort then just go away cos you are not want 
ed or needed in our movement,YOU are a hin- 
drense not a help so FUCK OFF and dye your 
mohican red,white and blue and go see the 
Exploited cos thats your mentality... ARSE-. 
HOLES! 

RA:ONE MAIN CRITICISM OF PUNK IS THAT ITS 
“ALL MALE" AND TOO MACHO,WHAT ARE YOUR 
VIEWS ON THIS AND WHAT CAN BE DONE ABOUT IT 
AOA: We've never thought of it as being "all 
male" but now that we think about it,it 
does seem to be male dominated.We always 
thought it was too "macho" and "hard",at 
some gigs you daren't go near the dance 
floor if you value your life.We think it's 
pathetic really,we thought punk was about 
equality between the sexes and the minority 
of women who actually like the music and 
beleive in what the movement is about can't 
even dance to a band they like in case some 
etudded leather clad GBH clone smashes her 
head in.We don't know what could be done 
about it...we don't have. all the answers.0h 
yeah,before any of you over the top fammin- 
ists label us sexist pigs for saying women 
can't dance at gigs in - fear of getting 
their head smashed in.No we are not saying 
that women are the weaker sex okay...Christ 
sake Murph is scared shitless to get up and 
dance at most gigs for the reason above. 

We would also like to say that seperatism 
is a lot of SHIT!!! Only by working togeth- 
er can we resolve our differences.When 
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there are no "Working MANS Clubs" or "WOM- 
ENS Centres" then and only then can we even 
start to think about equality.Why not have 
"PEOPLES Centres" instead,well its somethin 
to think about anyway!

OA:We would just like thanks to you Siko 
and thanks to you out there for taking the 
time to read this.We go back into the 
studio to record some more stuff on the 
13th of December.We're not sure what we're 
going to do with it yet so stay tuned.We 
would like to say this- 

All form of government inflict misery and 
depravation,use abuse us to gain wealth,

. thing-I'm sure theme's more of it in store 
for us all.That doesn't stop it being 
bloody outrageous and bloody frightening 
though-I was pmtty scared when I saw one 
pig running about wielding a baseball bat 
(no joke) and when they were only a few 
feet away from me with truncheons and dogs 
I thought I'd had it.Still we all got away 
relatively unscathed I'm glad to say,others 
were not so lucky however-several scots 
folk got cracked ribs and skulls-so rememb- 
er:ALL PIGS ARE BASTARDS. 

As to the gig itself-as an overall event I 
thought it was excellent-but we were fuckin 
angry with the way we were treated as a 
band.The last couple of times we'd been due 
to play in Leeds the gigs had been cancell- 
ed right at the last moment-the first time 
cos Nick Toczek had had trouble with the 
Adam & Eves bouncers and the second time 
cos a couple of days before the gig our | 
drummer announced to us that he'd got a job 
(£14) and wouldn't take the time off to do 
the gig (we booted the selfish little shit 
out as a result but without the time to 
practice with a stand in there was not a 
lot we could do-so apologies to anyone who 
went to see us there)so we were looking 
forward to playing.Aés it was a benefit for 
a good cause we didn't mind playing for 
little or nothing (although we had the cost 
of travelling hundreds of miles to do the 
gig)and when we heard that a couple of 
other unbiiled bands had turned up we read= 
ily agreed to cut our set to let them play- 
but we did not expect 11 minutes on stage 
with a mysteriously abysmal sound while 
most of the other bands got 30-35 minute 
sets! Thats a fuckin disgrace.It cost us 
about £100 in bus fares to make that gig- 
for 11 minutes!!! 11 minutes of shit too 
because the sound was so bad we couldn't 
hear ourselves at all and so were totally 
out of time.Wery strange since CHUMBAWAM- 
BA who were on before us and POTENTIAL 
THREAT who were on &fterwards both had a 
reasonable sound.By the way I'd like to 
stress that this isn't an attack on the 
local organisers-on the contrary, they were 
most helpfull and had it not been for them 
.we probably wouldnt have got on at all as 
the CONFLICT crew had told us "You lot have 
missed your chance,CITY INDIANS took your 
place" after after producing adifferent 

ing order from the one we'd been given 
-which was the cause of all the hassle in 
the first place.Yes,it was CONFLICT who 
asked the unbilled bands to play and CONF- 
LICT's crew who told us to get off the 
stage after 11 minutes-so they must take 
the blame.It's jus& my personal opinion 
like but I don't think treating support 
bands like shit is what punk is about.The 
reason we got such treatment may well have 
been that,a couple of days before,we'd 
played with CONFLICT in London and it look- 
ed as if CONFLICT were about to beat the 
hell out of someone who'd been slagging 


them,our guitarist had tried to intervene & 
we ended up having a big argument.Sure, the 
guy was out of order but we just dont see 
violence as a good method of dealing with 
that sort of situation.I think CONFLICT are 
just too ready to resort to violence-and I 
speak from experience having been physicall 
y attacked by the guitarist when we played 
with them in Newcastlecos he (mistakenly) 
thought that "You were slagging my fuckin 
band")as he put it! I mean thats the ment- 
ality of a fuckin 10 year old.Dont get me 
wrong-I think that CONFLICT have done a 
tremendous amount of good for the "movement 
"they've helped loads of other bands (inc- 
luding ourselve for which we're grateful), 
they've released some excellent informative 
and inspiring records and they've raised 
loads of money to help various good causes. 
When they reach the stage however,that they 
seem totally unable to take criticism and 
physically lay into anyone who does so,when 
they treat folk like shit (giving us £10 
for coming all the way down to play London 
with them when we were the only support 
band and they took over £400 on the door. 
for example) and when they start coming out 


With sexist abuse like "Why don't you fuck 
Off back to Scotland you stupid tart"(Colin 
to a friend at Newcastle) I think something 
has gone seriously wrong somewhere.Sure,no-— 
one is perfect and everyone does the odd 
bad thing now and again but I think their 
behaviour is still over the score.It gives 
me no pleasure to say this but the truth 
has got to be told cos punk has no place 
for mindless violence,arrogance and sexism, 
I keep hearing folk say "Conflict-complete 
wankers-I wish they'd just split up or die" 
etc.Well despite some of their behaviour I 
don't think they're complete wankers (in 
fact Paco has always been quite friendly 
and decent to us)-and I wouldn't like to 
see them split up or die either.What I 
would rather like to see is them getting 
their feet back on the ground,cutting out 
the shit and carrying on the struggle.I 
think they've maybe just been a bit fucked 
up by their success but if they can realise 
that and come to terms with it, then they've 
still got a lot to offer.let's face it- 


power-mad,greedy bastards are systematicaly 
destroying our planet at an alarming rate- 
if we're going to have any hope at all of 
stopping them we need all the help we can 
get.Together we can win and I hope CONFLICT 
will ‘be working along side us.This is cons- 
tructive criticism and if they can't take 
it then they're finished cos there's loads 
of really genuine active people involved in 
the anarchopunk thing who wont stand for a 
bunch of jokers taking the piss.As I said 
before power-crazed politicians and miti- 
nationals are killing our earth-they're the 
enemy not people who are "Slagging my fuck- 
in. band",Its too important and the situat- 
ion too desperate to waste time-cut the 
shit and FIGHT BACK! If CONFLICT were to 
read this and think "Who the fuck are these 
OI POLLOI wankers slagging us off? They've 
had it!" sort of thing they'd be so wrong 
and directing their anger in completely the 
wrong place.Those in power are the ones to 
fight and if anyone thinks that "getting" 
those who bruise their egos is more import— 
ant then they've no place in punk anyway. 
Folk criticise us and we accept it unless 
it's mindless slagging-then we just laugh 
in their faces.We've got more important 
things to worry about and so I'm not wastin 
any more time on the subject.I'm sure CONF- 
LICT have the sus to put their own house in 
order and I hope we can work with them in 
the future on a more amicable basis. 

RH: YOU SEEM TO HAVE ONE SONG FOR BACH OF 
MANY TOPICS,IS THIS INTENTIONAL TO NOT BR- 
COME REPETITIVE ? : 
OP:Well that's not quite true as we do have 
two anti-police songs,two anti-vivisection 
songs and three anti nuclear power songs 
but I see what you're getting at.It's not 
So much a conscious decision not to repeat 
our selves but rather it's the fact that 
there's simply so many different things to 
sing about.At the moment there's about 30 
different topics I want to sing about.The 
idea really is to make. people think about a 
specific subject/target and then make some 
suggestions about what they can actually do 
about it-also adding some useful relevant 
adresses on the sleeve notes where possible 
We're trying to spark off action basically 
and we like to pick of specific targets so 


that folk can actually see how they can 
have a real effect on something-rather than 
just singing generalised or personal songs. 
If a topic particularly interests us,howeve 
r,then there might be more than one song on 
it as we try to cover different aspects of 
‘the subject or come at it from another ang- 
gle.For instance you canexpect several more 
nuclear power songs cos that's a pet inter- 
est/hate.The more we find out ahout it the 
more disturbing it is-it's fucking fright- 
ening so I'm going to continue mouthing off 
about it for a considerable time.It costs 
the earth. 

RH:WHO THOUGHT UP THE EDINBURGH "PUNKS PIC- 
NICS ? TELL US A BIT ABOUT EM & HOW THEY 
WENT. . 

OP:I don't think whoever thought up the 
Edinburgh punx picnics would be too keen on 
having their names blurted out here in prin 
t so I'm afraid you'll never know! But who 
cares who it was-it's the idea that counts 
and it's a damn good one.Basically the aim 
was just to get loads of like-minded people 
together in a friendly atmosphere so that 
we could communicate and make new friends 
and create some kind of spirit of together- 
ness and unity amongst Scottish punks-and 
anyone else who turns up.Picnics seemed 
like a good way to do this because folk 
could relax and getvto know each other in a 
way that is so often so difficult at gigs 
because there's usually constant music from 
the bands or an inter-band disco so that 
folk have to shout at each other and can 
hardly hold reasonable conversations .At 
picnics that problem doesn't exist,so peopl 
e can make contact and communicate much 
more easily.That's the theory anyway and in 
practice it's worked very well.There have 
been 4 picnics in Edinburgh so far and oth- 
ers in Dunfermline and Kirkaldy in Fife as 
the idea caught on.The numbers of folk in- 
volved are usually about a couple of hund- 
red—the first picnic was attended by about 
159. punx-that was in June 85 but a year 
later,as word spread,the Edinburgh June 86 
picnic was attended by a staggering 500+ 
folk from all over the place.That's no ex- 
ageration and it was a fuckin amazing sight 
to see all those folk lying around in the 
sun quaffing cider,chatting and trading 
zines and tapes in a friendly atmosphere- 
greatimmm...yeah,I can remember sitting on 
the green grass,munching salad rolls and 
listening to the sweet sounds of ANTISECT 
blaring out of ghetto blasters—groovy! Thats 
what it's all about maan! But we didn't 
just lie around-one picnic saw a bit of 
direct action as a "Peace Through NATO"(!!) 
stall in the town centre was raided by 
hordes of merry anarchofolk who hassled the 
scum while huge quantities of their evil 
propaganda shit were consigned to nearby 
rubbish bins.The June 86 picnic also saw 
100+ punx and skins battling with the pigs 
in the high street after the pigs smashed 

. up a free gig we were playing.Bottles and 
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lumps of wood-flew through the air,a street 
sign was uprooted to. batter a pig van with 
and several pigs were given a sound kicking 
after they'd been beating kids in the stree 
t with their truncheons.Quite wild stuff! 
Other interesting things happenned at the 
Kirkaldy punx picnic.One saw a mass foot- 
ball match between punx and,beleive it or 
not,local soccer casuals! Really great to 
see kids who the government would like to 
see fighting each other enjoying themselves 
together with no trouble at all-ace! The 
other one,which took place in this large 
park with a boating lake,saw dozens of 
cider crazed punk rockers rowing around the 


Co] 


lake quaffing Merrydown and colliding with 
each other! T'was a damn good laugh-even if 
many of us ended up totally soaked as other 
merry anarcho-hooligans capsized our vess—- 
els! The end result of all this really is 
that hundreds of us had some bloody good 
fun and punx from all over Scotland now 
know each other quite well.This means that 
there's better more friendly atmosphere at 
gigs,folk have made many new friends and 
violence between ourselves is virtually un- 
kmown up here now-the Scottish scene is 
getting really good and friendly these days 
-al&o it was good to see so many folk from 
England up last year-so lets see loads more 
this year-we're going for 1,000 folk this 
time !Yipee! Salad rolls not stereotyped 
roles! Merrydown not Portondown! Go for it 
baby! 

RH: IN THE SONG "GO GREEN" YOU SING ABOUT 
ECOLOGICAL DAMAGE TO THE EARTH,DO YOU THINK 
THERES HOPE ITS NOT TOO LATE? WOULD YOU 
VOTE FOR THE GREEN PARTY? WHAT DO YOU THINK 
OF THEM? ; 

OP:0K,time to get deadly serious.As far as 
I'm concerned,damage to the environment is 
by far the most serious problem facing us 
at present.You can argue all you want about 
all the relative merits of Anarchism or 
socialism or whatever,but if theres no 
planet left capable of suppoerting life 
then it's all irrelevant.The priority 
should be saving our earth-although obvious 
ly this is bound up with political change 
a8 well.Capitaliam has got to go for a 
‘start since it places so much emphasis on 
short term gain with little care for the 
future consequences.Companies are under con 
stant pressure to produce consistently 
huger profits or they risk being replaced 
by new management so,under these conditions 
the corporate decision makers are forced to 
go for high immediate profits at the exp- 
ence of all else.Little wonder that they 
destroy so much life and beauty as they 
suck the earth dry-wheres the profit in 
environmental protection? You ask whether 
it's too late? Well I'm afraid it is too 
late-for the thousands of extinct species 
of animals and plants destroyed by hunan- 
kinds greed and ignorance,for the trees & 
fish killed by acid rain,for the huge (and 
I mean vast) areas of unspoiled rain forest 
destroyed to make space to graze cattle for 
burgers,for the kids who've died a hideous 
death from leukemia thanks to nuclear power 
sfor the beautiful Scottish moorlaind and 
habitats destroyed by needless commercial 
forestation as a tax dodge employed by rich 
scumbags like Terry Wogan (BASTARD)who 
‘think our earth is just something to be 
carved up and bought and sold just like 
that,for the rare birds and mammals poison- 
ed by the stupid use of chemical pesticides 
«for the islands turned into barren poison- 
ed wildernesses like Gruinard off the coast 
of Scotland which was deliberately contan- 
inated with the anthrax germ,for the hedge- 


rows torn out so that more crops can be 
grown to be piled up on the EEC food mount- 
ains while millions starve to death,for the

neeé loads of them to attempt to at least 
partially clean up some of the fuckin horr- 
endous mess they've made already.Another 
example-instead of using pesticides to con- 
tain "pests", "biological" control could be 
used instead like when the prickly pear 
cactus was getting out of control in Austr- 
alia.Rather than simply spraying it with 
poison,a catterpillar was introduced which 
fed on the cactus and soon it got under con 
trol with none of the problems of chemical 


poison pollution.Thats the way to do it. 
ANYway although it's too late for many 
things,while theres life there's always a 
glimmer of hope for what's left of our 
still beautiful planet,personally though I 
think the odds are very much against us as 
the problems are vast-forests which provide 
us with oxygen are being destroyed at a 
horrific rate (I think an area the size of 
England and Wales (!) goes every year-it 
doesn't take a mathematical genious to suss 
put that we aints got long left), radioact- 
ive shit is pumped out into the sky and sea 
willy nilly as if the air and oceans had an 
endless ability to absorb pollution—and 
natural resources are being used up as if 
theres no tommorow-it's fuckin madness! Yet

they fuck! That fact is so horrific that 
they just shut it out and carry on as norm- 
al thinking every day is much the same and 
are more concerned with "East Enders" or 
"Dallas" or some shit like that.One day 
they'11 wake up and it'll be too late-—just 
like those folk in the American midwest 

who farmed their land too intensively with- 
out caring for the soil properly-one day 
they woke up and it had all blown away in a 
storm leaving the dustbowl desért we now 
have there today.Even if there was a concer 
ted effort to tackle environ mental prob- 
lems it would still be an immense job, but 
what are we doing instead? We spend most of 
our time and money researching into buildin 
g bigger and better weapons to blow each 
other up! Utter lunacy! I forget the exact 
figures but it's something fuckin redicul- 
ous like 4 of the world money is spent on 
military purposes and + of the worlds 
scientists are working on military proj- 
ects.For fucks sake-we borrow the world 
from our children,we don't inherit it-and 
we're not even trying to save it! We're 
using most of our effort and ingenuity in 
trying to fight against each other-it's 
insanity.A couple of other facts I think I 
should merjtion are that nuclear power alone 
(without a war) threatens to wipe out all 
human life on this planet if left unchecked 
-I strongly urge anyone interested in this 
subject to read "No Immediate Danger"by 
Rosalie Bertell (Women's Press )-bloody 
frightening but an essential read.Second 
fact-due to men and womens abuse of the en- 
vironmentby pumping it full of shit the 
"genetic load" or global mutation rate is 
increasing fast.In 1968 the world health 
organisation estimated it at 6% of the pop- 
ulation,by 1977 the U.N. council on radiat- 
ion reported that it had reached 10.8% and 
fuck knows what it is now.Most people know 
someone with a congenital deformity (for in 
stance there was a bloke at my school with 
one webbed foot)and these things dont just 
happen by accident-pollution plays a large 
role and as it has increased so has the mu- 
tation rate (good book to read is "The wants em (thanks Jen).Write with an SAE to. 
Chrysalids" by John Wyndham,fiction but Deek Allan/5 Royal Crescent/Bdinburgh/EH3 
ace!).Enough of this fuckin shit-we must 
fight back now.Time is running out fast but 
there are things all of us can do.We can 
use recycied paper and envelopes ,support 
paper and bottle banks, join our local con- 
servation volunteer groups to get out there 
and do some practical and fun work, reject 
the use of pollutants like aerosol cans and 
chemical pesticides and take direct action 
against pollution mongers.Eco-defense can 
take many forms from the destruction of 
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earth moving machinery where the countrysia 
e is being needlessly scarred to the fight- 
ing of riot police with rocks and catapults 
as thousands of concerned people in Germany 
did when attempting to stop the oconstruct- 
ion of a nuclear plant at Wackemsdorf in 
Germany.Fight back! Let them know this is 
our earth and we won't sit back and let 
them destroy it without a fight. Remember 
your local electricity showroom is a good 
target if you hate the nukiller industry- 
and if you're opposed to the cutting down 
of the worlds forests you could also give 
up smoking-if you're stupid enough to smoke 
in the first place that is.Whats the conn- 
ection you may ask? Well cigarette manufac-— 
turers prefer "Flue cured" i.e. smoke dried 
tobacco.In Kenya three acres of trees are 
felled for flue-curing every acre of tobacc 
© grown-and in one district of Tanzania 4 

a million acres of forest were destroyed 
just to produce 120,000 tons of tobacco. 
"Can't you see you're killing this planet?" 
As someone once said who should have been 
asking himself that question before asking 
others.So smoking doesn't only fuck you up, 
fuck other people up,fund companies who 
fund vivisection dnd who exploit people in 
‘poor countries and give money to the gover- 
nment-it also causes severe ecological dam- 
age.Remember kids:anarchy and smoking don't 
mix.I hope that put your backs up you bast- 
ards who smcke-just don't give a fuck about 
giving other people cancer do you? Ita path 
etic.As to the Ecology/Green party,yes,I've 
voted for them before-I see them as a use- 
ful pressure group.

"What happened at the start.Cops were call- 
ed to the union building by University off- 
icials earlier in the night, unnecessarily, 
to sort out an incident with the shit who 
was breaking windows at the gig.This was 
despite the fact that this and a "stabbing" 
incident which was also used as an excuse, 
happened some time before and had been sor— 
ted out by the people at the gig.They arr— 
ested 6 people (I think) and also wanted to 
go through the gig hall,before leaving in a 
provocative manner.They were warned at the 
time by somebody that things would get out 
of hand if they didn't leave off.At the end 
of the gig,people started filing out.There 
was a line of about 10 cops guarding the 
new psychology building. They were met with 
stones,bottles and abuse from 2 sides.A cop 
car then drove into the crowd of gig leav- 
. ers and left pretty quickly after having 
all of its windows and the light on the top 
put through.One of the cops in the car was 
kicked in the bollocks.There were about 300 
people at the height of the rioting. At 
least 6 cop vehicles and 7 cops were damag- 
ed.A WPC is in hospital ona drip-feed. They 
asked for it and they got it." Also one gir 
1 broke her leg while trying to get back in 
& some others injured,and 32 arrests.

BGK:BGK stands for Balthasar Gerards Komman 
do,Balthasar Gerards was the killer of the 
first Dutch king,it happenned about 400 
years ago.The king was always looked upon 
as the father of the fatherland.Ita a name 
that,when we first started,people were 
shocked when they saw it,especially the 
rich. 

H:Hows the new album doing? 

BGK;Its sold about 2100 copies so far and 
there are 4000 printed in the US on Altern- 
ative Tentacles.We think its doing pretty 
good...2100 in 2 months is really good for 
us,especially as its totally independent 
distribution and it being on out own label, 
and we do everything ourselves,and now its 
distributed by friends who started a sort 
of,general distribution for independent 
bands only. 

H:Any plans for a UK tour? 

BGK:We would like to,but we think ite reall 
y hard to tour in England because we don't 
have any contacts for a tour and the border 
policies of England are quite strict We 
have heard that many bands get sent back.We 
have some contacts with people who want to 
set up shows for us,8o I hope people there 
realise this problem.We get the impression 
that in most countries the punk independent 
circuit is not totally together,and in Eng- 
land its not together also.We hear all kind 
of different stories...some person says "We 
can set up 2 gigs here” or another says 
"Three gigs there" but we need a full tour 
to make it worthwhile going there because 
we would lose money if it wasn't a full 
tour. If we can get the right contacts we 
would tour England. : 
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H:What are your views on the Olympic games, 
why do people not want them to happen in 
Holland ? : 
BGK:We think err...generally because for a 
start it's going to cost a lot of money, 
they (the government) plan to make money 
out of the games but we doubt that would 
happen and also of course when the Olympics 
are held here the city councils have to 
guarantee safety to the tourists ete which 
means a lot more police,security.oameras, 
you name it,and also it means that the city 
of Amsterdam is going to be cleared of 
squats,of punks and people who hate author- 
ity just to welcome tourists and the influx 
of money...and we really oppose that coz... 
this is where we live,and a lot of people 
will suffer from it.We also think that the 
Olympics is a load of bullshit anyway,its 
got nothing to do with sport anymore,its 
saying "Our countries better than yours", 
its just promoting nationalism and every- 
thing...its just bullshit to spend a lot of 
time and a lot of money on a set of games. 
If the Olympics do come here a lot of peopl 


e will be intimidated by it all,and the 
police,I mean,every time when there is @ 
big occaision in Amsterdam the reaction is 
like we said before,lots of police and sec- 
urity.For example with the coronation of 
the queen,people needed passes and every- 
thing,they couldn't get to their own houses 
without them.Its a ridiculous situation and 
with the olympics coming,after its gone the 
control will be maintained you know! I : 
guess they will keep an eye on everyone and 
try to keep the power on us and try to 
avoid any "squatter® riots or demonstration 
s and actions.Squats in the city centre 
will be pulled down to make way for big 
hotels for olympic teams and tourists (like 
the Wijers squat).We think Barcelona in 


Spaig will get the olympics because they 
already have the stadium built and every- 
thing.So I wouldn't like to be there if 
they do get it because the situation with 
the police and authority is already bad,so 
if it does go there Spain has had it! 
H:What do you think of all the labels going 
round in the punk movement nowadays like 
hardcore", "thrash metal", "anarchist punk" 
etc? 
BGK:People always want to lable types of 
music,i think,err...I consider punk is the 
way.Er,people work together with their mus- 
ic,and all these "Thrash metal" punk is 
just a load of crap anyway.Sometimes its 
easy,if someones says "its a hardcore band" 
eos I know I'll probably like it,or if some 
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like it at all (laughs) its the o&ly bene- 
fit I suppose. * 

H:What are your views on drugs,do any of 
you take them ? 

BGK:Alcohol drugs,nicoteen drugs,coffee.I 
think speed is the limit to what we take, 
none of us use “hard drugs",no needles for 
us thanks. 

H:Is your song "Kids For Cash" slagging off 
all English bands or not? 

BGK:Yes.I hate the English (joke!).No, that 
song was wrote three years ago now and it 
is about bands such as the Exploited and 
Vice Squad who only wanted to make money 
out of punk and didn't care about anything 
else.Its not putting bands like Crass or 
Subhumans down,only bands who couldn't give 
a shit. 

H:Right,anything else to say ? 

BCK:Buy our album (lots of laughs)we'd like 
people to communicate with us,let us know 
what's happening in your part of the world 
and try and get us a "biggish" tour of 
England because we'd like to play there !
